under tis Charge, treating them in the moft 
barbarous and cruel Manner. Alfo, that ‘fohn 
Huggins, Efq; late Warden of the Fleet, did, 
during ihe ‘Time of his Wardenfhip, wilfully 
permit many confiderable Debtors to efcape, 
and was notorioufly guilty of great Breaches of 
his Truft, extortions, cruelties, and other high 
Crimes and Mifdemeanors, to the creat oppref- 
lion and ruin of many of the Subjeéts of this 
Kingdom, “he Commons alfo ordered them, 
with feveral of Bambridge’s Agents and Accom- 
Plices, to be committed clofe Prifoners to New- 
gate, and proceeded further againft them. An 
account of the State of the Fileet-Prifon was 
pubdlifbed, exhibiting a horrid Scene of Cruelty 
and Barbarity. Mr. Huggins and Bambridze 
were tried for feverai Crimes and Mifdemeanors, 
and even for Murder : Some or other of thefe 
3 rials werea long Time depending, but they 
ad the good Fortuse at laft to be acquitted. 


There were rauch the fame Proceedings: againft 
William Aon, Clerk of the Marfbalfea Prifgn, 
and Farmer of the fame, who was tried on In- 
digiments for feveral Murders, and acquitted of 
them all. The refult of all was, the Goals were 
regulated, and Things put upon a better footing 
than before. 

His Majefty went to the Houfe of Peers, on 
the 24th of A@arch, and gave the royal Affent 
to an Act for raifing 1,250,000!, by Sale of 
Annuities tothe Bank of England, after the 
Rate of 41. per Cent. per Annum. 

The next Day both Houfes of Parliament 
waited on the King at St. ‘fames’s with the fol- 
lowing Refolution, viz. Refolved by the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons in Pare 
liament aflembled, * That they do entirely rely 

upon his Majefty, that he will, for maintain- 
ing the Honour, and fecuring the Trade of 
this Kingdom, take effectuai Care in the pre- 
fent Treaty, to preferve his undoubted Right 
to Gibraltar, and the Iand of Minorca.’ 

May 14, his Majefty went to the Houfe of 
Peers, and gave the royal Affent to an A& to 
enable her Majely to be Regent, during his 
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Mayjefiy’s Abfence, without taking the Oaths: 
An A& for eftablifhing an Agreement with 
feven of the Lords Proprietors of Carolina, for 
the Surrender of their Title and Intereft in that 
Province to his Majeffy: An A& for the more 
effectual preventing Bribery and Corruption in 
Ele&tion of Members to ferve in Parliament: 
An Ac for the more effetual preventing For- 
gery and Perjury, and to make it Felony to fteal 


Bonds, Notes, or other Securities for Payment 


of Money : An Aé for the Reliefof Debtors, 
with refpect to the Imprifonment of their Per- 


fons: An Aét for better regulating Attorneys 


and Sollicitors : An Aét to incapacitate Thomas 


Bambridge to enjoy the Office of Warden of the 
#leet, or any other whatfoever ; and to feveral 
other Acts : After which, his Majefty put an 


end to the Seffion, with a mof gracious Speech. 


The fame Day a Commiffion pafled the great 
Seal, coniftituting Queen Caroline, his Majcfty’s 
Royal Confort, Guardian and Lieutenant of 
Great-Britain, during his Majefty’s Abfence in 


Foreign Parts. And three Days after his Ma- 


jefty fet out for Hanover, where he arrived on 


the 24th. 


The beginning of Fune, the Fleet at Spithead, 
under Sir Charles Wager, was joined by eleven 


Dutch Men of War, a Bomb- Ketch, anda Store 
Ship from Holland, under Vice-Admiral Som- 
 elfdyke. A great many Perfons of Diftinétion, 
and others, went to Port/mouth to fee this Uni- 
ted Exglifh and Dutch Squadron, which was to 
be fent to the Coaft of Spain, in cafe matters 


were not foen brought to an Accomodation. 


The Lords proprietors of South Carolina, hav- 


ing Signed at the Treafury a Deed of Convey- 
ance and Surrender of their Right and Title to 


that Province, to the Crown, the Sum of 


20,000 I.was iflued out of the Exchequer, being 
the purchafe Mooney agreed upon, 

On the r1th his Majefty landed at Margate, 
at Eleven in the Forenoon, and arrived at Kez- 
fington about Tenat Night. 

' The fame Month Died the Ihgenious Sir 
Richard Sieele, Knight, well known for his 


many Celebrated Writings, efpecially the Tat- 


ders, under the feigned Name of L/aac Bicker faff, 
Eig; 

His Excellency William Burnet, Efg; Gover- 
nor of New England, Died there about the fame 
‘Time. He was Son to the late Dr. Gilbert 
Burnet, Lord Bifhop of Saram, and in his Go- 
vernment had feveral Difputes with the Houfe of 
Repreientatives in New Lngland, which were 
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carried toa great Height, about fixing a SalarY 
for the Governor for the Time being, which h® 
ftrenuoufly infifted upon according to the King’s 
Inftructions to him, and they as ftrenuoufly re- 
fufed. “The Treatment he met with in this Af- 
fair was thought to haften his Death. He was 
fucceeded by Governor Belcher. 

The beginning of Odfober, the Dutch Squad- 
ron Vice- Admiral Somel/dyke returned from Spit- 
head to Holland, and the Englifp Fleet broke up 
foon after; Affairs in relation to Spain having 
now taken a favourable Turn. 

Mr. Thomas Fairchild, well known to the 
Curious in Gardening, died in this Month at 
his Houfe at Aexton. He bequeathed a Sum of 
Money todefray the Expence of an Annual} Ser- 
mon every Whit-Tuefday for evcr, by the Rec- 
tor of Shoreditch for the Time being, The Wif- 
dom of God in the Vegetable Kingdcm. 

During the former Part of this Year, the 
profpect of a Rupture increafed, and all Things 
feemed to tend towards a War; but on a fud- 
den they took another turn, and on the gth of 
November, N.S. a Treaty was concluded at 
Seville between the Crowns of Great- Britain, 
France and Spain, to which the States General 
foon after Acceded ; in which the contraéting 
Powers engage to guarantee reciprocally the 
Kingdoms, State, and Dominions under their 
Obedience, in what parts of the World foever 
fituate, as alfo the Rights and Privileces of their 
Commerce: Commiffaries were to be nomina- 
ted on the part of their Britannick and Cathelick 
Majeities, to affemble at the Court of Spain, to 
examine and decide what concerns the Ships and 
Effects taken at Sea on either Side, &c. The In- 
troduction of Garifons into the places of Leg- 
horn, Porto Ferraja, Parma and Placentia, to 
the Number of 6000 Men of his Catholick Ma- 
jefty’s Troops and in his Pay, was to be effectu- 
ated without lofs of Time; in order to fecure to 
the Infante Don Carlos, the Succeffion of the 
States of Tufcany, Parma and Placentia : And 
the contracting Powers engage to eftablifh and 
maintain the faid dnfante Don Carlos, in the 
Poffeflion and Enjoyment of the faid States, 
when he fhall once be fettled there ; declaring 
themfelves Guarantees for ever of the Right, 
Poffefion, Tranquility, and Quiet of the faic 
Infante, and of his Succeffors to the faid States.

In this Hiftory, we have been obliged, for 
Brevity’s Sake, to omit feveral Epifcdes, and 
many Incidents which point out the Charac- 
ters of the feveral Perfons introduced ; but 
upon the whole, the Story is amuling, the 
Chara€ters kept up, and many Reflections 
which are ufeful, if the Reader wii! but take 
Notice of them, which in this unthinking 
Age it is to be feared, very few will. How- 
ever, there are fome Imperfections, as there 
are in all human Productions. A Novel, like 
an Epic Poem, fhould, at leaft, have the Ap- 
pearance of Truth; and for this Reafon noto- 
rious Anachronifms ought to be carefully 
avoided. In this Novel, there is a glaring 
one ; for Gibraltar has not been befieged fince 
the Year 1727, confequently, if Mr. Booth was 
wounded at ‘that Siege, and married to his 
Amelia before it, be could neither be a 'voung 
Man, nor his Wife a young handfome Lady, 
when the Mafquerades began at Revelagh, 
which is not above three or four Years fince. 
Another Imperfeétion, in our Opinion, is, 
that the Author fhould have taken Care to 
have had Amelia’s Nofe fo compleatly cured, 
and fet to Rights, after its being deat ail te 
Pieces, by the Help of fome eminent Surgeon, 
that not fo much as a Scar remained, and that 
fhe {hone forth in all her Beauty as much after 
that Accident as before, to the unfpeakable 
Sorrow of all her envious Rivals. 

Both thefe were owing, we fuppofe, to the 
Author’s Hurry of EufuefS in adminiftring 
impartial luftice to his Majefty’s good People ; 
but there is another, and a moft unpardonable 
one, becaufe ic feems to be deligned, which is 
his Ridicule upon Liberty, in che fecond Chap- 
ter of his cighth Book; and fince his Catch- 
pole could not tell him wiai Lrheriy ts. we 
will tel! him what it ts not; br boldiy affirm. 
ing, chat therecan be no Lifer 'y in a Country 
where there is not 2 free and independent Se- 
nate, or Parliament, chofen by the general and 
uncorrupted Voice of the People. There may 
be aShadow of Lidverty, there may de annual 
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popular Elections, nay, there may bea mild 
and gentle Adminiftration of Government : 
All this they had at Rome under Augu/fus Cafar ; 
but in the Reign of Augu/tus Cafar, the Rr- 
mans had no more Literty, than they had in 
the Reign of Tiberius, or of Nero. 

This the Author, as wel] as every honeft 
Man in the Kingdom, ought ferioufly to con- 
fider ; and as he has in this Piece very juftly 
expofed tome of the private Vices and Follies 
of the prefent Age, we hope, that in his next 
he will dire&t his Satire againft thofe who have 
been tempted by their Ambition, Vanity or 
Avarice, to oppofe every new Law that could 
be thought of for prev enting Bribery and Cor- 
ruption ; for if he does not, People will be 
apt to fay, that he and his Patrons now do, as 
the Enthufiafts did in the Days of Hudtbras, 

Compound for Sins they are inclin’d to, 

By damning thofe they have no Mind to.

him and explained to them the State of the 
Difpute betwezn him and the Governor, and 
demanded of them whether they would ftand 
by him or not; and they all promifing to de- 
fend him with their Lives, be drew out the 
Garrifon, and marched to meet the Governor.

Pa Weighs had nothing Majeftic in his Per- 
fon, his Afpeét was meagre, but his Eyes 
were quick and fparkling, and feemed to pe- 
netrate every Breaft upon which they were 
turned. His Countenance was fo feldom influ- 
enced by the Emotions of his Mind that he 
appeared to be infenfible both of Joy and Grief; 
his whole Policy was founded on Diffimulation, 
in which he was fo great a Mafter that he couid 
hide, under what external Appearance he pleaf- 
ed, all that paffed in his Breaft, which was al- 
ways inacceffible by the keeneft Penetration, 
and was never difclofed to his Wife, his Child- 
ren, or his Friends. He has been celebrated 
for the Regularity of his Manners, which 
were formed upon the ftricteft Principles of 
Morality ; for his conftant Attendance on pub- 
lic Worfhip, in which his Behaviour was an 
Example to the moft Devout, for his Abfti- 
nence from Wine, and his Contempt of thofe 
Pleafures which were neither criminal in them- 
felves, nor forbidden by any pofitive Inftitu- 
tion, and appeared always bufied in the Dif- 
charge of his Duty ; when he was only Vice- 
Roy of Decan, he applied himfelf to the Study 
of civil and military Government with the 
greateft Diligence, and liftened to thofe whom 
he believed able to inftruét him, not only with 
Attention but Pleafure. His Deportment was 
folemn, he fpake little, and affe€&ted great 
Plainnefs in his Furniture, his Apparel, and 
his Equipage ; fo that in the whole of his Ap 

pearance there was an Aufterity and Simplicity 
that difcovered rather the Philofopher than the 
Prince. But Ambition was notwithftanding 
the firft Motive of all his A@tions, and urged 
him to commit the moft flagitious Enormities. 
He hefitated at nothing that opened his Way 
to the Throne, nor was any Duty moral: or 


divine a fufficient Barrier againft the Execu- 
tion of his Detigns. He difregarded even the 
Voice of the Public; he frequently render’d 
Religion itfelf fubfervient to the vilelt Pur- 
pofes, and his Succefs was generally the Lf- 
fect of Cunning and Deceit. The Merit of 
others, even of his Children, gave him Pain, 
and every fuccefsful Event, in which he was 
not interefted, he regarded with Regret; He 
was totally deititute of Clemency, Generofity 
and Gratitude, and wholly pofletied ‘by Ava- 
rice, Sufpicion, and Cruelty. His Senin 
was unbounded, and he could concenter the 
moft important Projects in one Point of V iew, 
fo as to fee every Difficulty with which they 
were embarrafied, and all poffible Means by 
which the Execution of them might be fa- 
cilitated’ Bribery, Treachery, and Poifon, he 
faid, were the mof? fpeedy and effectual Means 
to delivery him from his Enemies, and to pre- 
ferve the Lives of his Soidiers ; and his A- 
bility to practife thefe deteftable Maxims was 
fo aftonifhing, that it was almoft impoffible to 
elude his Cunning, or render his Stratagems 
ineffe&tual. His Penetration and Prefence of 
Mind in preffing Exigences, were fo much be- 
yond the Attainment of others, and his Ex- 
pedients were fo numerous and fuccefsful, that 
he was generally believed to be in compact with 
fome powerful and evil Spirir. 

Upon the Whole, he was utterly deftitute. 
of Virtue as a Principle of Aétion ; he was an 
Hypocrite and Impoftor, who {ported with the 
Laws both of God and Man. The Terror 
even of his Name was at length fufficient to 
maintain the Tranquility of his Dominions.

He publifhed an Edid, that on a certain Day 
all the Aaguirs in his Kingdom fhould aflemble 
themfelves on a large Plain, that he might do 
himfelf the Pleafure of dining with them.

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Kenith Hoffack faid, he had found it, and gave 
it to Waum,; the Captain then called WWouyp 
upon Deck, That about five o’Clock in the 
Afternoon, he coming on Deck, faw the De. 
ceafed feized up, one Arm to the Hallyards, 
and the other to the main Shrouds, and the 
Prifoner beating him in a cruel Manner over 
the Head, Face, Temples, Back, Shoulders, 
and Loins, for near an Hour ; then the Head 
of the Deceafed hanging back, the Captain 
ordered him to be cut down, and called Mr, 
Gatharah, the chief Mate, and faid, J am 
afraid Kenny is dead. Mr. Gatharah reply’, 
Thepe not, and then went to the Deceafed, and 
examined him, 2nd found him dead ; that the 
Prifoner then gave the Deceafed a Kick, and 
faid, Dainmn him, be is only foaming Abraham 
now. This Witnefs then depofed the fame 
the Witnefies before had, ’till their Arrival 
in England ; with this Addition, that when 
they came to Port/mouth, they were put on 
board the Admiral’s Ship, and there put in 
Irons till they were delivered to the Marthal 
of the Admiralty. 
Crofs- Examined. 

Prif. to Dwight. Be honeft and fpeak the 
Truth. Was not I always very tender of the 
Men when any of the Men were ill ? 

Dwight. Yes ; you was very Kind to Jemmy 
Smout, but to nobody elfe, and him you ufed 
bad enough when he was well? 

Prif. Can you fay upon your Oath, that I 
ever ufed you ill? 

Dwight. You never ufed any Body well; you 
broke my Jaw with your Reyal Oak Foremaf; 
another Man’s Skull you broke with your Spy- 
ing-glafs, and one of the Sprinters ftuck there 
thro’ his Hat. 

Court. Do you believe that the Beating the 
Prifoner gave the Deceafed was one Caufe of 
his Death ? 

Dwight . Yes. 

Court. Do you think if the Deceafed had 
been in full Health and Strength, the Ufage he 
had recived from the Prifoner would have oc- 
cafioned his Death ? 

Dawight. Yes; if the Deceafed had been 
ever fo {tout a Mian. 

Fames Smout was next call’d and {worn, who 
depofed, 1 was Foremaft Man on Board the 
Molly, commanded by Captain fames Lowry, 
the Prifoner at the Bar. On the 24th of De- 
cember, 1750, about 4.0’Clock in the After- 
noon, 1 was aloft, and hearing a Noife upon 


Deck, 1 looked down and faw Kensth marae

the Deceafed) feized up, one Arm to the Hal- 
jyards, and the other to the main Shrouds, and 
the Prifoner beating him in a cruel Manner 
for near an Hour; then the Prifoner went 
down to his Cabin, and the chief Mate, Mr. 
Gatharab, came upon Deck; foon after the 
Deceafed was let down, but could not ftand, 
and the Captain, who was now come on Deck, 
ordered him to be feized up again, and then 
beat him unmercifully for half an Hour more, 
till his Head falling back, he was cut down, 
and the Captain faid, He is dead, and Mr. Ga- 
tharab replied, I hope not ; that Mr. Gatharah 
held the Deceafed up between his Knees, and 
examined him if there were any Signs of Life 
jn him, but found none ; and the Prifoner faid, 
He is only fhamming Abraham. 

This Witnefs alfo confirmed what had been 
depofed by the former Witnefles, from that 
Time to their Arrival in England, 

Crofs- Examined. 

Prif. Coun, Was not the Deceafed drunk 
when he was tied up? 

Smout. No; he had been fick as well as I, 
and was not quite recovered ; I believe he had 
not drank any Dram that Day. 

Prifoner to Smout. Was not I always ten- 
der of the Men when any of them were fick? 
Be honeft, and fpeak the Truth. 

Smout. To me you was very kind, you 
could not have done more for me if I had 
been your Brother; but you ufed me bad 
enough when I was well, as you did every 
Body on board the Ship. 

Prif. Was not the Deceafed defpifed by 
every Man on board for a lazy, idle, flothful, 
good-for-nothing Fellow? Be honeft, fpeak 
the Truth. 

Smout. Very far from it; he was as well 
refpected by every Body, except yourfelf, as 
any one on board; and when in Health, as 
diligent in his Duty; and he wasa fober, good- 
natured Fellow. 

Court. Do you think the Blows and ill 
Ufage the Deceafed received from the Prifo- 
ner was the Caufe of his Death. 

Smout. 1 do believe it was, for he was in 
a fair Way of doing well when this happened. 

Court. Do you think the ill Treatment 
the Deceafed received from the Prifoner would 
have killed him if he had been in Health and 
Strength, 

Smout. I do believe it would, for fuch 
Ufage was enough to kili a Horfe. 


Here . King’s Council refted it, though 
r 
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they had more Witneffles to call ;and the P;i- 
foner was informed that now was his Time 
to make his Defence. 

Pri/. My Lord, and Gentlemen of the 
Jury, my Cafe is exceeding hard; the Wir- 
nefles that have been produced againft me, 
have agreed to iwear this \!urder upon me, 
well-knowing, that if they do not take away 
my Life, their own will be in Danger, as | 
hope to make appear. In Ofober 1750, I fet 
fail from "famaica, in the Adoiy, of which] 
was Commander, with thirteen Hands befides’ 
myfelf on board ; we were bound for Londen ; 
I had not been long at Sea, bute I found I had 
got a Set of the moft wicked, drunken, idle 
Fellows that ever came into a Ship. I had 
great Apprehenfions that they intended to run 
away with the Ship, and fo I told Capt. Dalton, 
in the Nancy, who came from ‘famaica with 
me, and begged he would keep me Company, 
and obferve what Courfe we kept: This the 
Witnefs Gatharah knew, if he would have 
been honeft, and {peak the Truth; but he has 
{worn with a Halter about his Neck.—Often 
when I awaked, | found they had altered the 
Ship’s Courfe while I was afleep; and Ga- 
tharah, who was my chief Mate, often in- 
fulted me, and ufed me fo ill, that I was 
obliged to turn him out of my Mefs, and for- 
bid him my Cabin. Roberts the fecond Mate 
having Rum, would feil it to the Men, not- 
withftanding I often forbid him, by which 
Means they were fcarce ever fober, Our 
Ship proving leaky, we were obliged to keep 
continually pumping, and fome of the Men 
being fick, occafioned by their drinking fo 
much Rum, I could not but be very angry 
with Roberts for fupplying the Men with Li- 
quor. On the 23d of December, though the 
Witnefles fwear the 24th, one of the Men 
had loft a Bottle of Rum, and I was informed 
that the Deceafed had taken it and drank it ; 
at the fame Time Viliiam /Vaum came to me, 
and complained he had loft a Note, and be- 
lieved that Henith Hoffack (tie Deceafed) had 
ftole it (though he denies he faid fo now) upon 
which I called the Deceafed upon Deck, to 
examine him, and found he was fo drunk, as 
fcarce abie to ftand, therefore I ordered him 
to be tied to the Rails of the Ship, till he was 
fober, for if he had gone down to his Cabin, 
he would have got more Rum, and fo endan- 
gered his Life, he having been fick before 
with drinking. The Rails are not above 
Breaft high. (The Prifoner kneels down and

Town- 
Clerk of Henley upon Thames, Oxfordfhire, 
at the Affizes held at Oxford, for the County 
of Oxford, on Tuefday the Third of March, 
1752, before the Honourable Mr. Baron Legge, 
and the Henourable Mr, Baron Smythe. 


Purging and Vomiting ; that on the Thur/day 
Morning following, Sufannah Gunnell {ent to 
him, and faid fhe fhould be glad to confult 
about fome Water-Gruel, which fhe had left 
with Mrs. Mountney, which was the Remainde 
er of what Mr. Blandy her Mafter had eat 
part of ; that he went and examin’d it, and 
being afk’d by them, if he knew what it was 
that was in it, he anfwer’d them, he could 
not be very pofitive; but let it be what it 
would, he was fure it could not have any Bu- 
finefs there ; that he took it from the Gruel 
upon fome white Paper, and left it with Mrs, 
Mountney to dry; that when it was dry, he 
burnt Part of it with a hot Poker, and faid, 
it appear’d to him to be of the Arfnick Kind ; 
and that another Part of it he had deliver’d to 
Dr. Addington ; and the Remainder he pro- 
duc’d in Court, feal’d up under the Seals of 
the Earl of Adacclesfield and Lord Cadogan. 

On his Crofs. Examination by the Prifoner’s 
Council, he was afked when he apprehended 
Mr. Blandy firft to be in Danger, and he re- 
plied on Saturday the 1oth of Augu/?. 

Prifoner’s Council, Did not Mifs Blandy 
infit upcn having your Opinion if a Phy- 
ficitan was neceflary ; and what was your 
Anfwer ? 

Norton, She did ; and I told her I thought 
it was; but that I would not have her fend 
for one without her Father’s Knowledge. 

Prif. Coun. Did fhe fend for one, and 
when? 

Norton. Mr. Blandy was atk’d if Dr. Ad- 
dington {hould be fent for, he replyed, ftay till 
‘Fo-morrow, and if I am not better, fend for 
him. When Miuls was told this, the faid, that 
will not falisfy me, 1 will fend for him imme- 
diately ; which fhe did. 

Prif Coun. During the Time of Mr, 
Plandy’s Ulnefs, what was her Behaviour? 
and did fhe not do every Thing that an af- 
fe€tionate Child eould do towards her Father’s 
Recovery ? 
Norton. 


She always beliaved like a dutiful 
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Daughter, as far as ever I knew ; and feem’g 
to do every Thing in her Power towards her 
Father’s Recovery. 

King’s Coun. Did fhe tell you that fhe had 
put any Thing into her Father’s Gruel, and 
that fhe fear’d it might in fome Meafure oc. 
cafion his Death ? 


Norton. She never did. 

King’s Coun, What do you think was the 
Caufe of Mr. Blandy’s Death ? 

Norton. That he was poifon’d. 

Mary Mountney being fworn, faid, That on 
the 8th of Augu/? laft, Sufannab Gunnell came 
to her Houfe, and brought a Pan with fome 
Gruel in it, and defired this Witnefs to look 
at it, for fhe feared there was fomething in it 
that fhould not be; that upon this Witnefs’s 
looking at it, fhe was of the fame Opinion ; 
that Gunell left the Pan with the Gruel in ir 
with her, defiring this Witnefs to thew it to 
Mr. Norton the Apothecary, and defire his 
Opinion of it; that this Witnefs did thew it 
to Mr. Norton, who infpected it, and faid, 
that whatever it was, it had no Bufinefs there; 
that Mr. Norton defired fome white Paper, 
which fhe gave him ; that then Mr. Nortoz 
took the Sedement- at the Botom, put it on 
the Paper, and gave it to this Witnefs to keep 
till it was dry ; that then this Witnefs locked 
itup, *till the rith of. the fame Month, and 
then delivered it to Mr. Norton, 

Crofs- Examined. 

Prif. Coun. Are you fure that the Powder 
you deliver’d to Mr. Norton was the fame you 
receiv'd from Sufannah Gunnell? 

Mountney. Yes, becaufe it was never out of 
my Cuftody from the Time I receiv’d it from 
Gunnell, to the TimelI delivered it to Mr. 
Norton. 

Prif. Coun. Could no other Perfon have 
Accefs to the Place where you kept this Pow- 
der in that Time? 

Mountney. No one could get at it, for I 
lockt it up, and kept the Key in my Pocket. 

Sufannah Gunnell, the Chamber-maid, be- 
ing call’d and fworn, faid, That on Monday 
the sth of ugu/? jaft, her Mafter was not 
very well, and defired to have fome Water- 
gruel before he laid down; that Mifs Blanay, 
the Prifoner at the Bar, carried him about 
half a Pint, which he drank, and was imme- 
diately fick, and call’d for a Bafon to be 
brought up to his Room ; and that fhe, this 
Witnefs, carry’d up aclean one; Being afk i 





:¢ he had made Ufe of it, fhe anfwer'd Yes, 
ond difcharg’d into it about half a Pint ; that 
he complain’d of violent Pains in his Stomach 
and Bowels; that next Morning he fent for 
Mr. Norton, who gave him fomething, and 
he was ealier ; that im the Afternoon Robert 
Harman brought Orders from his Matter to 
have a little Water-gruel warm’d initantly ; 
that fhe warm’d it accordingly, and the Pri- 
foner carried it to her Father ; that he drank 
that alfo, and was immediately affected in the 
{ame Manner as before, but more violently ; 
that on Wednefday Morning her Matter took 
Phyfick, 2nd Mifs told her, her Father would 
want Water-gruel ; and on this Witnefs’s fay- 
ing fhe would leave her Ironing and make 
fome, Mifs Blandy reply’d, there’s no Osca/ion 
for that, the Gruel in the Pan will ferve ; that 
thinking that too ftale, and having tafted it 
the Day before, and imagining it tafted ill, 
fhe went and tafted it a fecond Time, when 
upon lifting the Pan to her Mouth, fhe ob- 
ferved a white Settling at the Bottom; and 
that upon feeing it fo white, fhe felt it be- 
tween her Finger and Thumb, and found it 
gritty ; that fhe then went into the Kitchen 
to Betty Binfield, the Cook-maid, and defired 
fhe would look at it, for the Oatmeal was 
very White ; that Betty faid Oatmeal, why 
‘tis as white as Flour ; Yes, anfwered this 
Witnefs, but it feels more grigty than any we 
ever had; that this Witnefs then took it to 
the Door, when it appear’d ftill more white ; 
whereupon fhe immediately recollected that 
fhe had been told that Poifon was white and 
gritty ; and it then came into her Mind, that 
her Mafter’s Diforder was occafioned by 
Poifon ; and fhe immediately took the Pan to 
Mrs. Mountney, told her what fhe fufpeSted, 
and defired her to fhew it to Mr. Norton the 
Apothecary : Being asked who fhe believed 
put that white Stuff into the Gruel, the faid 
the Prifoner : Being asked why fhe fufpected 
her, replyed, that the Adonday before, when 
the Gruel was made, Mifs Blandy was fome 
Time in the Pantry ftirring it, and then 
coming into the Kitchen ; fhe faid, I have 
been ftirring the Gruel, and eating fome of 
the Oatmeal out of it, for I have taken a 
great Fancy to it, and believe I thall often eat 
‘t out of my Father’s Gruel.—That on Friday 
the gth, fhe told Mr. Stevens, her Matfter’s 
smeothes in-law, what fhe fupected, and defired 
_ to acquaint her Mafter, who faid, that 
‘Could not bear to do it; that fhe continued 
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very uneafy, and on Saturday Morning the 
Ioth, came to a Refolution to acquaine her 
Matter herfelf, which fhe accordingly did, and 
begg’d he would Jet his Daughter fee him as 
litle as poffible; that he accordingly forbid 
her from coming into his Chamber ; and then 
faid, Ob! that damn’d Villain Crantton, that 
has eat of the beft, and drank of the beft that 
my Houfe afforded, to ferve me thus, and to ruin 
my poor love fick Girl. That oa Monday, at 
Mits’s Requeft, her Father confented to fee 
her ; that fhe, this Witnefs, was prefent whea 
Mifs came into the Chamber, and fell down 
upon her Knees, and faid, O, Sir. forgive 
me, fend me where you will, and I'll never jee or 
hear from, or write to Cranfton more ; /2 you da 
but forgive me, 1 fhall be happy. “To which Mr. 
Blandy reply’d, J do forgive thee, but thou 
Joould’ft have remembred I am your Lather 5 but 
for that Villain Crantton, if thou had/t loved mz, 
thou would’ ft curfe him and the Ground be wa/ks 
upon. Upon this, Mifs faid, O, Sir, your 
Kindnefs firikes Daggers to my Soul ! Sir, 1 mu/t 
down on my Knees and pray that you will not curfe 
me; he reply’d, J curfe thee, no Child, 1 blefs 
thee, and hope God wiil ble/s thee, and I pray 
thou may’ ft live to repent and amend.— Leave me, 
leaf? thou fhouldft fay fomething to thy Prejudices 
go to thy Uncle Stevens, he will take Care of 
thee; alafs, poor Man, 1 am forry for hin. 
Mifs then declared, fhe was innocent of his 
IlInefs, when this Witnefs reply’d, fhe was 
afraid fhe was not quite innocent, and that 
fome of the Powder was in fuch Hands, as 
would appear againft her. 

King’s Council. Did you never hear any 
Stories about Mufick or Apparitions in the 
Houfe. 

Gunnell. Yes, I have heard Mifs Blandy fay 
fhe had heard Mufick in the Houfe, and that 
the Captain had feen an Apparition. 

King’s Council, Did you ever hear your 
Miftrefs fay bow long her Father would live? 

Gunnell. I have heard Mifs fay, that thofe 
Tokens were Signs of Death in the Family, 
and that fhe or her Father would quickly die; 
but fhe believed it was for her Father, for Mr. 
Cranjton bad been with an old Woman in 
Scotland who had told the Captain he could 
not live ti!l OZfober. 

King’s Council. Pray did you ever hear the 
Prifoner {peak difrefpeéifully of her rather. 

Gunnell. Yes, once when Mr. Biandy had 
been angry with her about Captain (ran//on, 





fhe faid, be was anold Rafcal, aid a Viuiain, 
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but fhe foould be quit of the Encumbrance fhortly, 
and then fhe would go and live in Scotland with 
Lady Crantton. . 

Crofs Examination. 

Prif. Coun. Did not Mifs Blandy behave 
with the due Refpeét that might be expected 
from a Daughter during her Father’s Illnefs? 
and was fhe nor willing for him tohave Advice 
and Afiiftance ? 

Gunnell. She behav’d differently at different 
Times; at fometimes with great Refpect, and 
at others call’d him Names, 

Prif. Coun. But pray, I would afk you 
upon your Oath whether the Prifoner was or 
was not, a dutiful Daughter, fave at fuch 
Times as Words in the Family might arife, ? 

Gunnell. She appeared to be fo, except at 
fuch Times as my Matter had been chiding her 
about Mr. Cranjten. 

King’s Council, Pray did not you drink a 
Difh of Tea that difordered you. 

Gunnell. JY poured out a Difh of Tea that 
was inthe Pot, and drank it, I thought it 
tafted a little oddly, and I thought fomebody 
had been taking Salts out of the Difh, and had 
not rinced it afterwards. A little after I had 
drank it, I found myfelf very much difordered 
with vomitting and purging, and a great 
Drought, but I grew better ina Day or two, 
nor had [ any Sufpicion that there had been 
any Potfon in the Cup. 

King’s Council. Do you recollect that one 
Emmet a Wafher-woman had been ill with 
drinking any Tea or Water Gruel ; and tell 
the Court how it was, 

Gunnell. Ann Emmet fometime before my 
Matter’s laft IiInefs, (the Time fhe could not 
recollect) had drank a Difh of Tea that was 
poured out for her Matter, who had left it; 
that foon afterwards Emmet was taken very ill 
witha violent Vomiting and Purging, and 
Griping and great Thirft; that Mifs being in- 
formed of her Illnefs, and that fhe wanted 
fomething to drink, would not fend her any 
fmall Beer, but fent her a large Quantity of 
weak Broth and White Wine Whey. That 
Wednefday the 7th of Augu/?, Mis, Emmet eat 
fome of the Water Gruel that was left by her 
Matter the Day before, and was immediately 
taken with Vomiting and Purging, and went 
to the Neceflary-Houfe, and was not able to 
returi in near two Hours ; that this Witnefs 
gave Emmet fome Surfeit Water, and what 
fhe, this Witnefs, thought would do her good ; 
that Emmet remained ill a long Time, nor is 
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fhe recovered yet: That this Witnets wen 
and acquainted the Prifoner with: poor Ann 
Emmet’s I\lnefs, who faid, I am glad J wa; net 
upat that time, for it woould grieve me to Jee the 
poor Creature in Pain. 

King’s Coun. Did you ever fee Mifs B} 
burn any Papers, and when. 

Gunnell, On the Saturday my Mafter had 
forbid Mifs coming to his Chamber, in the 
Afternoon, fhe brought a great many Papers 
in her Apron down into the Kitchen, and put 
them onthe Fire, then thruft them into it 
with a Stick, and faid, Now, thank God, I am 
pretty eafy, and then went out of the Kitchen. 
that this Witnefs and Elizabeth Binfield were 
in the Kitchen at the fame Time; that they 
obferving fomething to burn blue; it was ra- 
ked out and found to be a Paper of Powde; 
that was not quite confumed, that there was 
this Infcription on the Paper, Powder to clean 
Pebbles, and that this Paper fhe, this Witness 
delivered to Dr. Addington. Being fhewn a Pa- 
per with the above Infcription on it, partly 
burnt, fhe faid fhe believed that Paper to be the 
fame the Prifoner put in the Fire and that the 
took out. 

Being afked by the King’s Council, if the 
did not recollect her Mafter to mention an 
thing to her about Letters, at the Time when 
fhe exprefled her Fears to him concerning his 
being Poifonedyby his Daughter, fhe faid yes, 
her Mafter directed her that when fhe went in- 
to her Miftrefs’s dreffing Room, if fhe found 
any Letters that came from Cranffon to take 
them and bring themtohim. That this Wit- 
nefs told her Mafter that fhe defired to be ex- 
cufed that Command, for tho’ it might be 
right in him as her Father to take her Letters, 
it could not be fo in this Witnefs, being only 
a Servant. 

Elizabeth Binfield, the Cook-Maid, depos’d, 
That on Monday the 5th of Angu/f laft, a Pan 
of Water-grue] was made for her Mafter, the 
Deceafed Mr. Blandy ; that Mifs Blandy, the 
Prifoner at the Bar, came into the Kitchen, 
and faid, ‘Betty, I have been ftirring your Wa- 
‘ter-gruel, and Eating fome of the Oatmeal, 
‘ and believe I fhall often Eat fome out of my 
‘Father’s Gruel.? That that Evening her 
Matter had fome of the Gruel, and was taken 
very illafter it; that the next Day Mr. Norton 
the Apothecary was fent for, and that toward 
the Evening her Mafter was better ; but the 
next Day he drank fome more Gruel, and was 
worfe than before, with vomiting and purging,

TE have received Advice from Barletta, that fome 
W Rogues having broke into the Houfe of the King’s 
Treafurer, murdered him and all his Servants, and car 
ried off all che Money, and other valuable Etfects they 
could find. ; 

vienna, March 15. We have an Account of a dread. 
fy! Fire at Kremfier, in Moravia, which has Jaid in 
Athes the greateit Part of that Place, as a'fo the fine 
Palace of Cardinal Troger, Archbifhop of Olmutz : 
The Damage done by this Conflagration exceeds one 
hundred Thoufand Florins, and they regret in particu- 
lar the Lofs of his Eminency’s Library, which was one 
of the beftin Germany. The like Accident has hap. 
pened at Tuln, a litrle Town on the Danube, within fix 
Leagues of Vienna, where a fine Monattery of the Ore 
der of St. Dominick has been reduced to Afhes, and only 
40 Houfes have efcaped rhe Flames.
